BUU DEMANDS 

Failure or Refusal to Report Com. 
■unleable IHieases Will Be Pan. ' 
Isksl, «•]« HWth Beui. 

LonlsTUle, April \», - Physicians 
must report cues of communicable 
diseue by their real name and not u 
of a less serious or noncommuncabie 
disease or they will be cited to appear 
before the Slate Board of Health and 
show eauM why their licenses should 
not be revoked, Dr. A. T. McCortnark. 
State Health Ofllrer, announced here 
today. This rule will apply hoth 
where case.i of such disease are re- 
ported as cases of a noneoinnuinii able 
disease and wher the cases are report- 
ed as a disease of a less malignant 
type. Dr. McCorniaok also said, and 
the State Board of Health will make 
no distinction between physicians who 
make such fal sereporta through ig- 
norance and those who dellberately 
wish to mlarepresent facta. 

Tills aiMioiinccnient was nia<li' hy 
Dr. MoCorniack In connection with in- 
forniai notices which the State rioai-d 
of Health lias sent Dr. .1. O. .Siddciis 
liowling Crecn. and Dr. .lanios ('. 
Morehead, Flat Lick, informing them 
that they must report cases of small- 
pox as smallpox. These two physi- 
cians, according to the State Health 
Ofllioer, reported , illness that was ob- 
viously smallpox aa chiokenpox. and 
when the atate board called their at- 
tention to the fact that their report 
were untrue pleaded that these reports 
were made honestly and because Ihey 
believed the Illness really was chick- 
enpox. The state boanl rnplieil that, 
after investigation, the local health 
authorities had ruled these cases were 
smallpox and that In all instances the 
decifllon of the local board of hcallh, 
In so far as reporting and ciuarantln- 
ing aucb cues Is concerned, Is made 
final by law.

his destruction and left the state un- 
til September 29, according to a list 
of probable dates of killing frosts for 
twenty-nine Kentucky cities compiled 
at the College of Agriculture, Univers- 
ity of Kentucky, for the Infonnatlon 
of home gardenera. The list shows 
thnt In one years out of every t^'u, the 
last killing froat In the state occurs in 
tlie sprlii'.; after .May 4 at .Maysvilie. 
l.oulKVillc la the earliest city In the 
list, the killing; irosi in ihr .spring 
ni'cnrriMi-r in that region al'ti'r April 21 
ill one yi.'ar out of ten. Dlandville is 
tlio next city on the list, the date given 
being April 2L', while once In every 
ten years Alpha and Franklin have a 
killing frost after April 23. Hopkins- 
viile, Irvington and .Marion have one 
after April 24 in every ten years, while 
the regions of Paducnh, Owenton and 
Scott are visited by the killer after 
April 25 once In every decade. Krank- 
fort. Mt. Sterling, Karllngton and Wil- 
liamsburi,' receive a vi:;it April 21) once 
in the same niimlicr of years, while 
lllchinond. LciidificM and .Middles- 
boro get a similar visit after .\pril "7. 
Bowling Crcen and Hhclbyville are 
surprised once In the same number of 
years after April 28. Vegetation in 
the region of Lexington, Ancharogc 
and Loretto Is nlppeil once in every 
decade after April 29, while St. John 
Is scheduled for a nIne-to-one chance 
visit from Jack Frost after April 30. 
Once In every ten years the region 
surrounding flrecnshnrK and Edmon- 
ton are scheduled for a killing frost 
after May I, while the date given for 
Rardstown is May 2. Kiibank and 
Shelby cities liave a destnirtive frost 
once In every decade after .May 'i. but 
by May 4 the possiliilitie.s of destruc- 
tion ure almost exhausted, Ataysvillc 
being the only Kentucky city with a 
record of a severe freeze after that 
date.— Lexington Leader.

Specifically the Secretary with uuan.swcrahtc lof;ii' tears to 
shreda the contention of the Japanese Government with reference to 
its mandatary claims, and gives significant intimation that the United 
States— not a member of the League oi' .Nations- refused to veeoL' 
nice any decree or arrangement sanctioned by it which would affect 
the interests of this republic.

l''orty-four gallons of milk is used 
by each persons In the United States 
annually, according to estimates made 
by the Dairy Division of the I'nited 
States Department of Agriculture. 
This estimate refers to whole milk and 
docs not incliiilo that which is con- 
sumed ill the form of loe cream, 
cheese, an, I butter. The amount is 
about twice as much as that used In 
1890 whe nthe per capital consump- 
tion was approximately 22 gallons. 
The dairy specialists point out that 
the increase in the use of milk In the 
last thirty years is as great as that 
In the preceding L'8i» years. 

Tho present-day consumption of 
milk ill the rnited .Slates, they say, is 
equal to ahniit one pint per day, or 
as much as two small glasses. That Is 
not a great amount when It la known 
that it includes not only the milk that 
Is used for drinking, but also that 
used in cooking. This Is a small 
amount compared to the per capita 
< onsumption in some European coun- 
tries, nl Sweden and Switsreland, for 
example, nearly 70 gallons arc used 
by each person annually. 

A high valuo has ahv.iys been 
I)laee,I on cows in many i;iiropnan 
coiiiilries. and history reconls a cam- 
paign conducted hy Julius Ceasar In 
central Europe where he found Ger- 
man tribes living almost exclusively 
on milk. In order to provide pastures 
fo rthelr oowa they forcibly resiated 
the settlement of any people near 
them. 

In relating the growth of tho dairy 
industry in this country, the depart- 
ment specialists say that in pioneer 
days each family kept Is own cow. The 
denser the population beramo the 
more Important it was to have a well 
regulated and ample eommercial aup- 
piy of milk. Qradnally the number of 
cows ineraaaed and In time a dairy 
business grew up in various sections. 
The development of modem methods 
in the distribution of milk, with eco- 
nomic and sanitary handling, has 
been closely acconipaniei] by the 
larger use of this food, they say. 

Much of llie tnilk no wiis.'d In cit- 
ies comes many miles, and recently 
Improved methods have made it possi- 
ble to ship it for long distancea in re- 
frigerator oara. At the National Dairy 
Show in Ohioafo la IIM, milk ahipped 
from the Paelfle Ooaat took firat prise 
in the market nil ksompcUtlon with 
the highest aeore ever given to raiik in
